THE 
GRAND FETES OF THE VINE 


GROWERS' BROTHERHOOD. 


Fl*« Celebration* at Vevay During the 


Nineteenth Century—Muilc, Parades and 
Feaatlnc In Which Old and Toons Are 
Acton or Interested Spectators. 
In olden time—that is, in the time of 


the Benedictine monks of Haul Creek— 
these fetes were religious celebrations, 
and in the Twelfth century tbeautumna 
examination of vines was the signal for 
festivities. The Benedictines cared for 
body as well as soul, and they formec 
themselves into a society called the "Vine 
Dressers' (or Vine Growers') brother- 
hood." It :°9 said, although the archives 
werejdestroyed by fire in the Seventeenth 
century, that these holy monks celebrat- 
ed a successful vintage by banquets, 
music aeci dance. The vine growers ar- 
rayed themselves as Bacchus and as Noah, 
supposed to be the first husbandman, 
visited all the vineyards, reproved for 
neglect of vines and distributed prizes 
to those worthy of reward. Gradually 
these fetes became less and less religious 
and in the Sixteenth century the republic 
of Berne was obliged to suppress the 
fetes of Lausanne, then reduced to mere 
orgies 
Since then, everywhere but at 


Vevay, these fetes have been suppressed 
and at first Vevay, alone in her glory 
tried to celebrate every three years, but 
now about five times in a century seems 
to be the rule. In the Nineteenth cen- 
tury there have been celebrations in 1819, 


1833. 
1854, 1864 and :8SU. 


THE FEASTZXQ, 


Fifteen thousand people are comfort- 


ably seated in the amphitheatre, con- 
structed on the Place du Marcbe and 
framed by the Alps and by LakeGeneva, 
called by Victor Hugo "a magnificent 
emerald, enchased as in silver amongst 
mountains of snow." 


Two hundred thousand francs, about 


$40,000 have been expended by the 
municipality, and one can have an idea 
of the fete's importance by the prepara- 
tions made for feeding the actors and 
vine dressers 
Three immense dining 


halls, capable of holding 8,000 persons, 
have been erected, and the dishes are 
transported from these halls to the kitch- 
en by means of a railway 
Eight enor 


mous caldrons and BUS ovens furnish all 
the meats and vegetables necessary, and 
the wines are of the best, selected by 
members of the society 


The open side of the arena is occupied 


by three monumental gates, through 
which enter the allegorical groups. At 
5 o'clock in the morning the groups 
formed and marched to the areaa, at 8 
o'clock the president made a speech of 
welcome, prizes were distributed, and at 
9 o'clock began the grand entertainment. 


The procession was preceded by a com- 


pany of Swiss, men of imposing stature, 
costumed as lansquenets. These were 
accompanied by music of fife and drum, 
and after them came the groups repre- 
senting the seasons. Each group had a 
grand chief, who sang a recitative as hia 
followers passed the grand stand and 
then all joined in a chorus. First came 
the group of Spring. The goddess Pales, 
queen of shepherdesses, borne on a tri- 
umphal car by white oxen, spotted with 
red, was surrounded by graceful shep- 
herdesses. The high priest sang an in- 
vocation to Pales, and there was heard a 
majestic chorus. Shepherds and shep- 
herdesses danced two ballets, and of these 
ballets one was interrupted by a well im- 
itated storm. Then came cheese- makers, 
herdsmen, Alpine musicians, and as a 
culmination of this scene was heard the 
famous "Ranz dez vaches." 


THE GRAND PAGEANT. 


To represent summer,the goddess Ceres 


was surrounded by rustic divinities, 
mowers and reapers, with scythes in their 
bands. She was invoked by the high 
priest, an office replacing that of the an- 
cient nomenclator. The reapers bound 
their sheaves and threw them on the har- 
vest chariot, and all these exercises were 
done in measure, accompanied by rhyth- 
mical songs. 


At last came a group representing "A 


Village Wedding.' First came the vio- 
linists, then the bride and groom, pa- 
rents, grandparents and guests from the 
twenty-two cantons. Little cherubs car- 
ried the marriage corbeille, and the pro- 
cession was closed by the chariot bearing 
the furniture of the newly married 
couple. As the famous waltz of Lauter- 
bach was danced the notary drew up the 
marriage contract, and the scene was 
amusing and effective. The grand finale 
was a bacchanalian dance of course; the 
bacchantes were men, but young girls, 
dressed as sheperdesses, leading lambs by 
blue ribbons, danced a most beautiful 
ballet. Azure and Ceres were represent- 
ed by two beauties from Vevay—a bru- 
nette and a blonde—and these ladies be- 
Jong to the most respectable families of 
the canton. In fact, the richest inhabi- 
tants, of Vevay take pride in joining the 
procession. 


One who has not seen this fete can form 


no idea of the magnificence—chariots, 
taden with hay ami grain; barrows, 
plows, oxen, sheep, goats—all are chosen 
from the finest collection in Switzerland. 
The divinities, seated on these splendid 
cars, are the handsomest women in the 
country. Each group has three colors- 
blue, red and light green, or sky blue, 
Bacchus red and green. All the children 
of Spring are dressed in blue, and these 
colors, with the rustic music, produce a 
superb effect. But the ballets are beyc:i4 
description; no artists could render epi- 
sodes in country life with the exactitude 
of these ballets. 


In the evening an official banquet wae 


given to 1,800 persons who had taken 
part in the fete. Gods and goddesses, 
high priests and gardeners, shepherds, 
reapers, mowers—all were in costume. 
During the banquet, which lasted two 
hours, five bands of music were heard.— 
Vevay Cor. New York World.

Expert Testimony on Insanity. 


To the expert witness in cases of insan- 


ity and crime these questions should, it 
seems to me, be put: Was the prisoner 
insane at the time when he committed 
the act of which he is accused? Was his 
insanity of such a rature and degree aa 
to deprive him of control over hia con- 
duct? What are the grounds upon which 
you have formed these opinions? It 
would then remain for the jury, aided 
by the judge, and with the assistance of 
other experts if necessary, to decide on 
the validity of the grounds stated and on 
the weight to be attached to the opinions 
expressed. 


Expert testimony, to be of the highest 


value, ought, of course, to be founded on 
an examination, or, better still, on re- 
peated examinations, of the accused, 
made as soon as possible after the perpe- 
tration of the crime. But insanity is a 
chronic disease; and even when the ex- 
pert has not seen the alleged lunatic until 
some time after his crime, he may still 
be able to say whether in the course of a 
disease still existing, or of the recent ex- 
istence of which there are traces, such a 
criminal act was likely to crop up as 
part and parcel of the disease; and 
whether it is consistent with his experi- 
ence and with the history of the act that 
the accused could not help it.—Sir James 
C. Browne, M. D., in Popular Science 
Monthly. 


Carbonic Acid Gas for liaising Tessels. 
In the account of a German establish- 


ment devoted to the manufacture of car- 
bonic acid on a large scale for industrial 
purposes, recently contributed to The 
Wochenschrift des osterr Ingenieur-und 
Architekten-Vereines, reference is made 
to an experiment carried out a short 
time ago at the government dock yards 
at Kiel, with carbonic acid gas as a 
means of raising sunken vessels. In 
the trial a number of balloons made 
of canvas were attached by divers to the 
submerged object to be lifted, the bal- 
loons being readily taken below in a col- 
lapsed state. Each balloon contained 
one or more flasks of liquid carbonic 
acid, which, at the proper time, was per- 
mitted to escape by the divers, and, in- 
flating the balloons, gave them sufficient 
buoyancy to raise the object. Compared 
with the method of pumping atmospheric 
air into the balloons, the carbonic acid 
process would seem to offer the advan- 
tages of cheapness and simplicity, the 
pumping outfit being dispensed with. 
Besides this, the lifting is accomplished 
in a relatively short space of time—an 
important consideration where so unre- 
liable a factor as the state of weather 
enters into the execution of a piece of 
work.—Engineering and Building Rec- 
ord.
